Oakington Emerges 
As Front Runner For 
New Settlement 


Oakington/ Longstanton has emerged as front 
runner in the location of anew settlement in 
the Cambridge Sub-Region - marginally 
ahead of Waterbeach. 

Cambridgeshire County Council is re- 
viewing the County Structure Plan which 
will shape the strategy for sustainable de- 
velopment up to the year 2016. 

The Government has called for major de- 
velopment in Cambridgeshire, including 
4000 homes to be built every year for the 
next 15 years - of which 2,800 a year will be in 
the Cambridge Sub-region. This is to include 
a total of around 6,000 in a new settlement 
with room for further expansion after 2016. 
New development must be also be consid- 
ered within the Cambridge Green Belt. 

Cambridgeshire County Council’s Strate- 
gic Planning Service Development Group 
(SDG) met today, Tuesday, to consider a 
range of important issues connected with 
the siting of the new development. The SDG, 
which includes councillors from all parties 
used a list of 34 criteria, including Govern- 
ment planning advice, to judge the merits of 
each of the proposed sites. 

All the proposed settlements had both 
advantages and disadvantages. Councillors 
noted that Oakington/ Longstanton had the 
best potential, but had development issues 
which need to be overcome. 

Views from today’s SDG will be used by 
the County’s Cabinet to help form their rec- 
ommendations at their meeting on Decem- 
ber 11. A final decision will be made by a 
meeting of the Full Council on December 18 
followed by an extensive public consulta- 
tion in the New Year. 

Oakington/Longstanton site came out on 
top in the assessment. Some of the reasons 
for this included its comparatively low im- 
pact on the environment as well as it being 
in easy reach of existing employment and 
has future economic potential. The location 
is also well placed to support and benefit 
from a high quality transport system - in- 
cluding the guided bus scheme proposed in 
the CHUMMS report. Any new settlement 
would also be close to major roads in the 
County including the MI1| and the Al4 
which is due to be improved. 

Waterbeach, which came out a close sec- 
ond, has many of the same benefits as Oak- 
ington, but the Environment Agency has 
indicated part of the site is on a flood plain 


although measures could be taken to reduce 
or remove the risk. Major investment would 
be needed to upgrade the A10 to dual car- 
riageway. The scheme would also have an 
impact on the setting of nearby historic 
Denny Abbey. The Strategic Rail Authority 
(SRA) has expressed doubts that proposals 
to enhance rail services from the site could 
be achieved and councillors have asked for 
clarification from the SRA. 

This is likely to be a vital issue in making 
the final decision. Alternative locations at 
Six Mile Bottom and Wilburton were not con- 
sidered suitable by councillors when judged 
against criteria that were fundamental for any 
new settlement. Both sites were seen as too 
far away from the centre of Cambridge and 
would require massive investment or 
changes to transport infrastructure. Coun- 
cillors were also concerned by the impact on 
the environment around Six Mile Bottom and 
Wilburton. The site at Wilburton would be 
at risk of flooding with major engineering 
works needed to try to rectify the problem. 
Proposed sites at Childerley Gate, Great 
Abington and an extension to the east of 
the city taking in Teversham/Fulbourn were 
also felt to be unsuitable by councillors in 
the second stage of checks. Although all 
had distinct advantages, Childerley Gate 
would have an obtrusive impact on the en- 
vironment and land owners were opposed 
to the development. It would also compete 
with nearby Cambourne. Councillors agreed 
that Great Abingdon would have difficulty 
meeting the housing needs of the Sub-re- 
gion as well as not being near Cambridge. 
Drainage problems could also be an issue. 

The expansion to the East of the city also 
had drawbacks. There is doubt over the 
availability of land at Cambridge Airport and 
therefore it could not provide the certainty 
needed for a new settlement in the plan pe- 
riod 

Cambridgeshire County Councillor John 
Reynolds, Lead Member for Strategic Plan- 
ning, said: “Forming the Structure Plan is a 
major challenge for the County Council. We 
have to find a balance between fulfilling the 
Government's requirements for new hous- 
ing and a new settlement while protecting 
the environment and providing for an im- 
proved quality of life.” 

We must also ensure that development is 
accompanied by transport and other infra- 
structure, including local health provision 
and improvements in education, which will 
benefit the whole community. Every effort is 
being made to make this process as fair, full 
and open as possible. 

Extensive public consultations have been 
carried out and councillors are using a com- 
prehensive range of 34 criteria to help judge 
the proposed site for the new settlement. 

“This is not the end of the process. The 
County Council’s Cabinet and Full Council 
will need to consider this further next month. 
In-depth public consultations will be carried 
out early in the New Year.”

John Richards, area traffic engineer 
(south) wrote to say, “We are investi- 
gating how the issues raised might best 
be considered”. He went on to say, “ 
The area Joint Committee will receive 
an update report at a future meeting, 
possibly on 10" December 2001”. 

I would like to assure Oliver Sellen 
BA that, despite his observations in the 
November issue of the BHN, full con- 
sultation did take place. Please read the 
Parish Council report that is available 
in the Parish Council Office as invited 
in my previous letter. Mr. Sellen’s sug- 
gestion for a pedestrian footbridge was 
considered, but was rejected on two 
counts. 

1). Youngsters would not use it, pre- 
ferring the shortest route directly cross- 
ing the road to the park. 

2). The cost would be prohibitive 
compared to the cost of a zebra cross- 
ing. 

In any event it is not a fait accompli. 
The final decision will be made by the 
area Joint Committee.

The Fox 


Bar Hill's landmark pub, The Fox, will be 
opening its doors to the public on Monday 
10 December following a £1 million transfor- 
mation. 

The pub - which has created 30 jobs for 
the area - has been developed by owners 
and operators Punch Retail after the original 
Fox was demolished to make way for the new 
Tesco superstore. 

Taking the reins behind the bar of the Fox 
are Garry and Judith Rider, who have been in 
the business for 25 years. And it promises to 
be a family affair. 

Their eldest daughter, Natalie (24) will be 
joining them from their last pub in Leicester 
as trainee assistant manager. Their other 
daughter Carly is also in the business, train- 
ing to be a pub manager. 

Judith said: “We are really looking for- 
ward to showing off the pub to the people of 
Bar Hill. | know they have waited a long time 
for the new Fox to be developed but we prom- 
ise it will have been worth the wait.”

Garry added: “The Fox will be a great place 
to enjoy a drink with your mates and partici- 
pate in our many social activities, but equally 
good for couples or families who want a bite 
to eat.” 

The new food menu will feature traditional 
favourites such as steak & ale pie, lasagne 
and a wide selection of grills to light bites 

. such as jacket potatoes with a choice of fill- 
- ings, various hot and cold baguettes and 
“-iabattas. There is also a range of vegetarian 
options and mouth watering desserts. 

And to help service the new Fox, Judith 
and Garry are still looking to fill part-time and 
full-time vacancies for bar and serving staff, 
kitchen porters and cleaners.

ist thief to relieve you of your newly pur- 
chased presents by leaving them, vis- 
ible, in an unattended car. If you are 
going to be away over the holiday pe- 
riod, do ask a neighbour to keep an eye 
on your property etc. 

I have been given some useful tips, 
by the police, which are rather appro- 
priate especially at this time of year when 
we definitely do not want to drink and 
drive. 

Using Taxicabs 

Hackney carriages are licenced by 
the local authority. Each cab must dis- 
play plates giving the license number 
both inside and outside the vehicle. The 
driver must wear a badge in a conspicu- 
ous place. 

Minicabs or private hire vehicles are 
unlicensed. However, the majority of 
minicab drivers are reliable and honest. 
Like all professions though, they have 
some ‘bad apples’. 

* Ensure that you have the telephone 
number ofa reputable taxi firm. 

* When booking a cab, ask the com- 
pany for the name of the driver they will 
be sending. Ask what is his/her name 
when the cab arrives. 

* If ordering a cab from a public 
phone, try to avoid doing so where 
someone may overhear you giving a 
name and address etc. Anyone could 
shout “cab for Mrs. S ..... “ remember 
to check the driver’s name _ on ar- 
rival. 

* If possible, share a cab with a 
trusted friend or colleague. 

* Although you may not wish to ap- 
pear unfriendly, always sit in the back. 

* If you do chat to the driver, do not 
give away any personal details. 

* If you feel in any way uneasy about 
the driver, ask to stop in a busy and 
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familiar area and get out. 

* Try to have your money ready on 
arrival at your destination, leave the cab 
quickly and pay the driver. 

* When arriving at your home, have 
your keys ready and enter quickly, 
firmly closing the door behind you. 

Beware of bogus minicabs! Some 
people do not work for minicab firms 
at all but simply put an aerial on the roof 
and a fake handset. They then ply for 
trade in busy areas and night spots. They 
often get trade by shouting out ‘Some- 
one ordered a cab?’ At times when there 
is a Shortage of transport, it could be 
tempting. It is much safer to wait.

Floodlit training area 

The Bar Hill Colts Football Club are 
working with Bar Hill Parish Council to 
_ provide a floodlit synthetic grass foot- 
ball training area in Bar Hill, called the 
Bar Hill Football Project. The training 
area, which has planning permission for 
a site on the village green next to the 
tennis courts, will be owned by the Par- 
ish Council but run by a Management 
Committee comprising of representa- 
tives from various village groups. The 
benefits of the training ground will be to 
allow the village football club's to de- 
velop opportunities for football from 
mini-soccer to veterans, attracting fresh 
players (both boys and girls) and in- 
creased participation. The training area 
will provide a purpose built safe envi- 
ronment for football training with a re- 
silient surface which can be used all year 
round. It will give a new area for chil- 
dren and youth to play on both super- 
vised and unsupervised and it is hoped 
the school and other community groups 
will use it.

Charter standard 

As part of our club development we
